jokes Flanagan. “I was doing a lot of model- 
ling and TV work, like The Benny Hill Show.

MORE than forty light years away, half in 
frozen darkness, half in permanent 
sunlight, lies the planet Aurelia. Discovered 
by the most sophisticated space-travelling 
telescope, Aurelia is the closest planet to us 
that’s able to support life. 

If you’re wondering why this news isn’t on 
today’s front page, relax. The telescope 
hasn’t been launched yet. Aurelia hasn’t 
been found. But one day, scientists believe 
within the next 10 years, it could be. 

ALIEN WORLDS (Saturday, C4), combined 
the expertise of boffins with cutting-edge 
techniques in computer animation, to give 
us an eye-popping glimpse of what life on 
other planets might look like. The result is 
like a cross between Sesame Street and a 


1970s album cover. A forest of roasted 
turkeys topped with fuschia-pink 
lampshades squelches its way through a sea 
of gravy. The golpog, a kind of muppet- 
ostrich-camel, watches for sudden changes 
of atmosphere with its third eye. The mud- 
pod, which looks like an armoured beaver, 
carves out rivers and lagoons with its snout. 


Science 

It may sound as if the programme-makers 
ate some rather strange mushrooms before 
they started work. But this wacky vision of 
other worlds is based on solid science. 

The experts carefully calculated what a 
planet would need to support life, and what 
that life might look like. Some bits are not 


so strange. They reckon all planets need 
water, for example, and every creature, no 
matter how much it looks like something 
from The Lord of the Rings, ends up 
moving, breathing and seeing in the same 
way as the more boring life-forms here on 
Planet Earth. 

This looks like being a fascinating series. 
But some of us might think there are 
enough mysteries back home that need 
solving before we go exploring strange, new 
worlds. 

A good example is Alien Worlds’ ultra- 
serious and very believable presenter, Dr 
Armand Leroi. Where did he come from? 
Does he ever smile? Is he, in fact, a distant

The majority of mobile phone 
users in the UK want to be 
able to send and receive 
emails via their handsets, but 
they also want to be able to 
control who they receive 
emails from, and don’t want 
to have to pay a fortune for 
the service.

However, more than half (56 per 
cent) said they would feel out of 
touch with friends and family 
without email access for just a 
single week. 

The survey also found that 88 per 
cent of those who responded to the 
survey still check their email for 
messages from family and friends 
while on holiday, highlighting just 
how important mobile email 
communication has become in 
everyday life. 

Mike Serbinis, chief technology 
officer at Critical Path, said: 
"Consumers want an affordable 
service that is easy to use, works on 
their current phone, and can deliver 
messages from their current email 
account. Operators who offer a 


simple, affordable mobile email 
service that allows consumers to 
use their current phone and choose 
the messages that matter will reap 
the biggest rewards." 

The survey also revealed that less 
than half (48 per cent) of mobile 
phone users were aware of whether 
or not their handset actually had 
email capabilities. 

Most of the current handsets are 
perfectly geared up for email. The 
new Nokia N70, which comes with a 
2 megapixel camera, video calling, 
and Bluetooth wireless connectivity, 
also has built-in e-mail capability 
that allows users to send text, 
pictures or voice clips to any other e- 
mail address, to another Nokia N70, 
or to another MMS-capable phone.
